' Xew York, March 10.—In a thirty- 
minute clinic late Sunday, Dr. Fried- 
rich F. Friedmann's vaccine, which 
he claims is a cure for tuberculosis, 
was given a test in the presence of 
United States government officials 
The seven cases treated are to re- 
main under government inspection, 
and upon their development will de- 
pend the official report. It was an- 
nounced that Dr. Friedmann had fur- 
nished the feaerai 
representatives 


with specimens of his bacilli culture 
and that clinical observations would 
continue to be made by them. 


Gathered at Mt. Sinai Hospital, 


where the test took place, was 
a 


party of thirty or more physicians 
and surgeons o'f the city and the fed- 
era! officials for whose benefit 
the 


patients were treated. These last 
were Surgeon F. F. Anderson, chair- 
man of the board authorized by 
Surgeon General Blue, of the federal 
public health service, and 
Passed 
Assistant Surgeon A. M. Stirason. 


At the close of the clinic the gov- 


ernment officials were greatly pleas- 
ed with the manner in which 
the 


treatments were made by Dr. Fried- 
mann and the care he exercised. A 
dozen of well known physicians were 
present, and 
gave Dr. Friedmann 
credit for the skill with which 
he 


worked and his apparent earnestness 
and sincerity.

history of the prospective patients. 
The seven persons to be treated, all 
adults, were broueht in from vari- 
ous wards of the hospital where they 
were patients, and one by one were 
given injec'ions of the vaccine. Two 
of them were suffering with 
pul- 


monary tuberculosis and the others 
respectively with tuberculosis of the 
knee, the elbow, the ribs, the urin- 
ary tract and the kidney. Each gave 
specifically his consent to the inocu- 
lation. 


Observers at the clinic said that 


Dr. Friedmann had remained 
free 


from nervousness throughout, 
and 


that the work of 
inoculation 
had 


progressed 
smoothly. 
The instru- 


ments used were furnished iiy the 
hospital.

Plants In their growth make nse of 


thirteen Chemical elements, nine of 
which they secure directly from th« 
soil. 
These are exiled the mineral 


plant foods. They are phosphorus, po- 
tassium, calcium. m:inue«iuni. sodium. 
Iruu. silicon, chlorine and sulphur. 


The growing plant requires four oth- 


er elements, as follows: Hydrogen, 
which It secures from -water; oxygen, 
•which It secures p.irtly from water 
and partly from the air; carbon, which 
Is secured from carbonic acid gas in 
the air. and nitrogen. 


Nitrogen is In many respects the 


most important of all the plant food 
elements. It is not found in apprecia- 
ble quantities in the rock particles of 
the soil 
Ordinary plants depend for 


their nitrogen entirely on decaying or- 
ganic matter. As decay proceeds nl-

trates are formed from the nitrogen 
contained in orjmnic matter. The ni- 
trates are exceedingly soluble, and un- 
less soon made u«e of by growing 
crops they are washed ont of the soil. 
Nitrojien is therefore usually the first 
element to become exhausted. 


Fortunately there are certain species 


of bacteria that can use atmospheric 
nitrogen, of which there is an inex- 
haustible 
supply- 
One 
family 
of 


plants, the legumes, has learned to ex- 
change work with these bacteria, and 
these plants are thus easily supplied 
with an abundance of nitrogen in a 
form they can use. When these nitro- 
gen fixing bacteria are present in a 
soil on VT.hi.-h a lesrnrainous crop isj 
growing the bacteria invade the roots 
of the lecun\e and live there. 
Their 


presence i< usually made manifest by 
swellings— the so called tubercles — on 
the roots of thrifty plants of clover, 
alfalfa, benns pens and other legumes. 
The tissnes of lesnminons plants be- 1 
come very ri'h in nitrocenous com- 
pounds, and when they de«iy in the 
soil they set flee larsre amounts of ni- 
trates for the nse of crops.

A proper circulation of air In the M»' 


la just a* Important aa any other far- 
ter of plant growth. Nearly half of the 
Tolume of ordinary aolla la occupied 
by air apace*. 
Plant roota must be 


supplied with air, and the aoll must be 
porous enough to permit of free circu- 
lation. A good supply of humus and 
proper tillage will accomplish this re- 
»ult in clay soila. Sandy soils are usu- 
ally too porous, needing huuiua to help 
them retain water. 


Another reason why air must circu- 


late freely In the soil hi that large 
quantities of oxygen are required to in- 
bure proper decay of organic matter to 
supply plant food. Also carbonic acid 
gas U produced by the decay of or- 
ganic matter, and this must escape eaa- 
ily to make room for the atmospheric 
oxygen needed In the soiL One of the 
most important objects of plowing la 
to loosen up the soil for aeration. 


Considerable evidence baa been ac- 


cumulated during recent years to show 
that during the growth of the plant 
certain unknown organic substances 
are given off which, when they accu- 
mulate in the soil to any extent are 
harmful to the further growth of plants 
of the kind that produced them. It is 
possible that some of the benefits 
known to arise from systematic crop 
rotation may be explained on this ba- 
sis. These harmful substances seem 
to be disposed of rapidly by certain 
soils, usually those In which organic 
matter is readily converted into humus 


In connection with the study of these 


poisonous organic products it has been 
found that they may be destroyed or 
at least rendered harmless In a variety 
of ways. Barnyard manure or decay- 
ing organic matter, such as a green 
crop of rye or cowpeas, turned under 
has a very marked effect in freeing the 
soil from them. Almost all of the com- 
mon commercial fertilizing materials 
act more or less in the same way. 
Thorough and complete airing of the 
soil by plowing and thorough surface 
tillage will often destroy or overcome 
these poisonous substances. When the 
same crop is not grown oftener than 
every three or four yeais on the same 
land the injurious substances a crop 
throws off seem to have time to disap- 
pear before the same crop is grown 
again: hence the benefit from crop ro- 
tation. When the soil is well supplied 
•with humus there is seldom any trou- 
ble from this source, and the same crop 
may be grown year after year with 
good yields, though continuous culti- 
vation of the same crop may invite in- 
jury from certain insects and fungous 
diseases which lire over in the soil or 
in the remains of the crop. 


Improper methods of tillage add very 


greatly to the evil effects that result 
from lack of humus. In many parts 
of the country the land is plowed only 
three or four inches deep. 
In most 


cases work done in subsoiling is prac- 
tically wasted, and it is doubtful if it 
ever pays. A much better method is 
to plow a little deeper each year until 
a depth of eight or ten inches is reach- 
ed. This gives a deep layer of good 
soil, particularly if the supply of humus 
is kept up. 


When new soil or that which has 


lain undisturbed for several years is 
broken up it is always best to plow 
deep from the beginning, for the deep- 
er layers will be about as fertile as 
any. except the top inch or two. It Is 
wise, too, never to plow the same 
depth twice in succession. In general, 
fall plowing should be from seven to 
nine or ten inches and spring plowing 
from five to seven inches deep. There 
are special cases in which these rules 
do not apply. 


We plow the soil in order to loosen 


up Us texture and get air into it; also 
to turn under stubble, manure, etc.. to 
make humus. Killing weeds is another 
object accomplished by plowing. After 
a soil has been thoroughly pulverized 
to great depths, so that there is no dan- 
ger of turning up packed clay, the 
deeper the plowing the better the crops , 
But the cost also increases with depth, 
so that ordinarily It does not pay to j 
plow more than about ten inches deep j 


Some crops prefer rather a loose seed | 


bed. 
Other crops, such as wheat and , 


alfaifa. prefer a fairly compact seed ; 
bed. hence frequent harrowing and ' 
ro'.ling after plowing Is good practice i 
before seeding to these crops. Never ! 
theless it pays to plow the Ian4 for ; 
them, even if we have to compact it 
•gain before seeding. 
!

The proper time 


to plow land is when it is just moist 
enouch to break np mellow, neither 
wet enonch to leave a slick surface i 
ivhere nibl>ed by the moldboard nor 
dry enough to break np in Inrge ciods. 
If continued rain follows vret plowing j 
littie harm follows, but hot, dry wind<» j 
would soon leave only a mass of nn- , 
manageable clods. In spring and mid- , 
summer plowing particularly It is of 
the utmost importance to run the har- 
row Immediately after the plow. This 
prevents the formation of clods. 
In 


iate fall plowing the clods are no <lis- 
ndvantasre, for they will be broken up 
oy freezing and thawing.

fertility. But even tlie strongest soils 
^11 went out iu time unless they are 
intelligently n)ann»;i-d. 


Plants in their growth make use of 


thirteen Chemical elements, nine of 
which they secure directly from the 
Boil. 
These are called the mineral 


plant food*. They are phosphorus, po- 
tassium, calcium, niaiuie^iutu. sodium, 
iron, silicon, chlorine and sulphur. 


The Krowiajj plant requires four oth- 


er elements, as follows: Hydrogen, 
which it secures from water: oxygen, 
which it secures partly from water 
and partly from the air; carbon, which 
Is secured from carbonic acid gas in 
the air. and nitrogen. 


Nitrogen is in many respects the 


most important of all the plant food 
elements. It is not found in apprecia- 
ble quantities in the rock particles of 
the soil. Ordinary plants depend for 
their nitrogen entirely on decaying or- 
ganic matter. As decay proceeds ni-

trates are formed from the nitrogen 
contained in organic matter. The ni- 
trates are exceedingly soluble, and un- 
less soon made use of by growing 
crops they are w:i«hed out of the soil. 
Kitrogen is therefore usually the first 
element to become exhausted. 


Fortunately there are certain species 


of bacteria that can use atmospheric 
nitrogen, of which there is an inex- 
haustible supply. 
One 
family 
of 


plants, the legumes, has learned to ex- 
change work with these bacteria, and 
these plants are thus easily supplied 
•with an abundance of nitrogen in a 
form they can use. When these nitro- 
gen fixing br.ctena are present in a 
soil on whi-'h a legtiminons crop is 
pvwing the bacteria invade the roots j 
of the lecume and life there. Their 
presence i< nsiially mnde manifest by 
swellings—the so called tubercles—on 
the roots of thrifty plants of clover, 
alfalfa, beans pens and other legumes. 
The tissues of lesuminous plants be- 
come very ri'h in nitrosrenous cotn- 
pounJs. and when tney decay in the 
soil they set fiee larsre amounts of ni- 
trates for the nse of crops. 


The cultivation of leguminous crops 


is one of the most important and eco- 
nomical means of maintaining a sup- 
ply of nitrogenous plant food in the j

A proper circulation of air In the MM' 


U just aa Important aa any other fat- 
tor of plant growth. Nearly half of the 
volume of ordinary aolla to occupied 
by air apace*. Plant root* roust be 
aupplled with air. and the aotl must be 
poroaa enough to permit of tree cbvu- 
latioo. A good supply of bumiw and 
proper tillage will accomplish this re- 
mit in clay soite. Sandy soils are usu- 
ally too porous, needing butuua to help 
them retain water. 


Another reason why air most circa- 


late freely in the soil to that lane* 
quantities of oxygen are required to in- 
sure proper decay of organic matter to 
supply plant food. Ahto carbonic acid 
gas is produced by the decay of or- 
ganic matter, and this must escape eaa- 
ily to make room for the atmospheric 
oxygen needed iu the soil. One of the 
most important objects of plowing is 
to loosen up the soil for aeration. 


Considerable evidence has been ac- 


cumulated during recent years to show 
that during the growth of the plant 
certain uukuown organic substances 
are given off which, when they accu- 
mulate in the soil to any extent are 
harmful to the further growth of plants 
of the kind that produced them. It is 
possible that some of the benefits 
known to arise from systematic crop 
rotation may be explained on this ba- 
sis. These harmful substances seem 
to be disposed of rapidly by certain 
soiK usually those in which organic 
matter is readily converted into bumus. 


In connection with the study of these 


poisonous organic products it has been 
found that they may be destroyed or 
at least rendered harmless in a variety 
of ways. Barnyard manure or decay- 
ing organic matter, such as a green 
crop of rye or covrpeas, turned under 
has a very marked effect in freeing the 
soil from them. Almost all of the com- 
mon commercial fertilizing materials 
act more or less in the same way. 
Thorough and complete airing of the 
soil by plowing and thorough surface 
tillage will often destroy or overcome 
these pol^nous substances. When the 
same crop is not grown oftener than 
every three or four years on the same 
land the injurious substances a crop 
throws off seem to have time to disap- 
pear before the same crop Is grown 
again; hence the benefit from crop ro- 
tation. When the soil is well supplied 
•with humus there is seldom any trou- 
ble from this source, and the same crop 
may be grown year after year with 
good yields, though continuous culti- 
vation of the same crop may invite in- 
jury from certain insects and fungous 
diseases which lire over in the soil or 
in the remains of the crop. 


Improper methods of tillage add very 


greatly to the evil effects that result 
from lack of humus. In many parts 
of the country the land is plowed only 
three or four inches deep. 
In most 


cases work done in subsoiling is prac- 
tically wasted, and It Is doubtful if it 
ever pays. A much better method is 
to plow a little deeper each year until 
a depth of eight or ten inches is reach- 
ed. This gives a deep layer of pood 
soil, particularly if the supply of humus 
is kept up. 


When new soil or that which has 


Iain undisturbed for several years Is 
broken up it is always best to plow 
deep from the beginning, for the deep- 
er layers will be about as fertile as 
any, except the top inch or two. It is 
wise, too. never to plow the same 
depth twice in succession. In general, 
fall plowing should be from seven to 
nine or ten inches and spring plowing 
from five to seven Inches deep. There 
are special cases in which these rules 
do not apply. 


We plow the soil In order to loosen 


up Its texture and get air into it; also 
to turn under stubble, manure, etc.. to 
make humus. Killing weeds is another 
object accomplished by plowing. After 
a soil has been thoroughly pulverized 
to great depths, so that tbere is no dan- 
ger of turning up packed clay, the 
deeper the plowing the better the crops , 
Hut the cost also increases with depth. ' 
so that ordinarily It does not pay to I 
plow more than about ten inches deep ] 


Some crops prefer ratber a loose seed 


bed. Other crops, such as wheat and 
alfalfa, prefer a fairly compact seed 
bed: hence frequent harrowing and 
ro.Hng after plowing !s good practice 
before seeding to these crops. Never 
tbeless it pays to plow the Ian4 for ; 
Ibem. even if we have to compact it ' 
tgain before seeding. 


Sandy soil* are usually not injured 


by handling when wet, but the case is ' 
different with clay soils.

to plow land is when it is just moist 
enough to break up mellow, neither

nature ot Frederick Wlllam L, second 
king of Prussia, and father of Freder 
Ick the Great. Perhaps it is not whol- 
ly fair. In one sense, to call him 
blackguard, but In other respects few 
men havo bad better claim to the 
word. 


His father had been extraragan' 


and bad left the newly-formed kingdom 
In bad financial state. Frederick Wtt- 
llam began bis reign in 1713 by cut 
ting down official salaries and dis- 
charging many state employes. 
He 


also excited anger and ridicule by 
hundreds of other harsh economic*. 
Tet this miserly course had good ef 
fecta. 
It paid bis father's debts and 


gare Prussia a full treasury. 
Hore- 


orer, Wilhelm had full share of the 
national German honesty and stanch 
uprightness. His chief faults were un- 
governable temper and parsimony. 


Stingy as he was in other ways 


William lavished huge sums on the 
army. 
His great joy In life was to 


>lay at soldiering. 
He had a scheme 


'or collecting a corps of giants ant! 
would pay unheard-of prices to induce 
tall men to serve in his ranks. 


In spite of his craze for military af- 


airs, Frederick William managed to 
reign 27 years with only one little war 
a mar the peace of his realm. He 
eneered at all sorts of education that 
were not absolutely practical (even 
'orbiddlng his son to learn Latin.) He 
also chose vulgar and illiterate men 
and women as his boon companions, 
rather than such persons of Intellect 
as happened to be at the court. He 
used to walk the streets, beating witn 
iis cane any one who chanced to DO 
dling. His rule was one of iron, and 
be firmly believed In the "divine right 
of kings'* to do as they pleased with- 
out considering the rights or feelings 
of others. 


Frederick William held his wife in 


contempt and more than once publicly 
made her the object of brutal jests. Of 
his ten children he had a positive hat- 
red for his clever daughter Wilhelm- 
ina and for his eldest son Frederick. 


Young Frederick was brought up 


in a strict, cruel manner, such as few 
modern boys would endure. 
He was 


sensitive and high-spirited. 
The pris- 


on-like discipline and harshness might 
well have broken a weaker spirit 
It 


merely strengthened Frederick's. At 
length Frederick William's cruelty to- 
ward the lad became unbearable. Fred- 
erick, in 1730, when he was eighteen 
years old, planned to escape 
from 


bondage and to take refuge with his 
uncle, King George II. of England. He 
needed a confederate to help him es- 
cape. So he chose his dearest friend, 
Lieut, von Katte. 


The plot was discovered by the king. 


Von Katte was thrown Into prison and 
was sentenced by military court-mar- 
tial to remain there for two years. 
Frederick was also arrested and taken 
before his father. 
The king was mad 


with rage, heaped vile insults on the 
helpless youth, then rushed fiercely at 
him, 
beating him almost to death be- 


fore bystanders could drag him away. 
But this did not check Frederick Wil- 
liam's 
wrath. 
He declared that 


tils son, as a colonel In the Prussian 
army, had been guilty of attempted 
desertion in trying to escape to Eng- 
and. 
He had him placed in solitary 


confinement in the fortress of Custrin 
and ordered him beheaded. 


Only the stern protests of other Eu- 


ropean sovereigns prevented the king 
rom carrying 
out this unnatural 


hreat. 
But he chose another punish- 


ilmost as cruel.
